Frondizi, 53, was arrested by 


a naval officer' at his luxurious 
private home in a Buenos Aires 
suburb and driven in a motorcade 
of five cars to the capital's'air- 
port. 


He was rushed aboard an Ar- 


gentine air force plane for the 
island of Martin Garcia, a mili- 
tary reservation 30 miles north- 
east of Buenos Aires in the Plate 
Rive'r Estuary. It was1 on this' is- 
land that the military held Dic- 
tator Juean Peron after they over- 
threw him in 1955.
